Montevallo took second place in 2A competition in basketball for the third time in six years at the state 
tournament. St. Jude's Pirates of Montgomery claimed the 1st place trophy defeating the Bulldogs 67-51 
in the championship bout. 


In advancing to the final round the Bulldogs gave two of their finest performances of the season according 
to Coach Kurt Pnazek, passing tourney favorite Oak Grove and perennial state opponent Madison County. 


After a low-scoring first quarter as each team tried to gain poise, Oak Grove led 9-8; but a second quarter 
10-point performance by Sidney Fields gave Montevallo a 24-19 halftime edge. The pressure defense kept 
up by MHS pulled out a 51-46 opening day victory. 


Offensive speed and defensive pressure got the Bulldogs past a stubborn Madison County team, 61-54. 
Leading scorers for Montevallo in this match were Chappell with 15; T. Brown, 12; Pope, 11; and S. 
Fields, 10. 


After building up a 20-10 first quarter lead in the finals, St. Jude eliminated all Bulldog hope for a state 
crown as the Pirates claimed it. Playing without starters Thomas Brown and Henry Pope and subs Maurice 
Reed and Braddy Brown, suspended for disciplinary reasons, every Bulldog who got into the action scored, 
but it was not enough. Thomas Brown and Sidney Fields made the All Tournament team.
